The supplementary rules were 
drawn up last week by a commit- 
tee of local dairymen appointed 
by Gilbert to act as an advisory 
group to assure that animals of- 
fered for sale in this division in 
the annual Saturday afternoon 
auction meet the qualifications of 
a top producing milk cow. 

Notification of the rule changes 
are being mailed to 4-H leaders 
and FFA instructors with the re- 
quest that they place the informa- 
tion in the hands of the Junior ex- 
hibitors as soon as possible so they 
will not purchase the animals now 
which will later be unable to meet 
Fair requirements. These require- 
ments, stated Gilbert, will be ridg-

NEW LIBRARY, OTHER 
CHANGES TO GREET 
COLLEGE STUDENTS 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 25—New 
buildings and construction, includ- 
ing a new $114,000 library, will 
be ready for use by students at 
Porterville College at the start of 
classes on September 6. 

In addition to the library, 
changes on the campus face in- 
clude the construction of a new 
student book store, enlarging of 
the food service facilities at ‘‘The 
Cove’’, installation of a tempor- 
ary building from the high school 
campus to house the music depart- 
ment, and the grading and seed- 
ing of fields for outdoor physical 
education classes. 

The library, erected by Fidler 
and Dorei, a Tulare construction 
firm, was completed two months 
ahead of schedule, and the moving 
of books and supplies has been 
completed. 

The old library room will be con- 
verted for use by social science and 
other large classes, according to O. 
H. Shires, college director. 

The library will provide for a 
capacity of up to 20,000 books and 
reference volumes. It features a 
large reading room, open stacks, 
audio-visual center, record listen- 
ing and language instruction cen- 
ter, conference room, work rooms, 
and librarian’s office. A glass wall 
forms the north side of the read- 
ing room, which also opens into an 
outdoor walled court and patio. 

Because the library bid price 
was below estimates, district trus- 
tees were able to include refrig- 
erated air conditioning in the 
structure, which will make it 
available for summer school use.

Q. Should the cancer patient 
be told? - 

A. This is a difficult question and 
certainly one that can not be 
answered with a flat yes or no.

Called primarily to consider 
a proposal to make an annual ap- 
propriation of tideland oil royal- 
ties to protect and expand fishing, 
wild-life and other recreational fa- 
cilities in all water plan projects, 
the meeting developed into a wide- 
scale critical review of the rela- 
tionship between the plan and all 
kinds of recreation. 

The suggested bill would auth- 
orize appropriation of $3 million 
annually of state oil and gas rev- 
enues to the California water com- 
mission to be used exclusively for 
the improvement of fishing, wild- 
life and other recreation in con- 
nection with plan projects. The 
money would be used so that the 
costs of such improvements would 


fishing would be difficult with 
any extensive structures. It was 
argued, however, that better wa- 
ter fishing would probably result. 
The department was requested to 
have plans for the protection and 
preservation of fishing, wild-life, 
and other recreation ready for re- 
view at the next meeting of the 
committee. 

Some witnesses were s0 em- 
phatic in their eriticism of the de- 
ficiencies as to recreation in the 
water plan it was necessary to re-

tion proposal. The committee was 
informed that is is impossible to 
measure the value of recreation 
entirely in dollars and cents. The 
recreational advantages of the 
Delta are just as important as oth- 
er economic factors to the central 
valley, it was said. 

Another speaker said that it 
makes good sense to build recrea- 
tional facilities at the same time 
as water use structures, rather 
than to do the job later when 
higher land and construction costs 
might exist. Another objected to 
the proposed $1.75 billion bond is- 
sue because it eliminates or modi-

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fies too much the recreational fea- 
tures of the Delta. Another said 
the costs of recreational develop- 
ment should be charged against 
the project to determine costs to 
ultimate users of project services.

not be borne by agricultural or 
domestic water users who do not 
use recreational facilities. Spokes- 
men for all the sports, water user, 
labor and other groups gave vigor- 
ous support to the measure. 

The discussion centered about 
the problems connected with use 
of the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
Delta, the “heart of the state wa- 
ter plan”, about which I have 
written before. Representatives of 
the department of water resources 
at the hearing were pressed by 
committee members for details of 
water plan proposals for recreation 
in that area. They admitted that 
since the Delta will be the hub of 
the state-wide system, the con- 
struction of any water structures 
there would create problems of va- 
rious kinds. Principally these in- 
volve recreation, flood control, and 
seepage of undesirable water into 
Delta lands. It was also said that

of the Federal and State agencies 
were the members of the San Joa- 
quin Valley Hereford Association 
who for the past two years have 
had the herdsmen at Fresno State 
college feed-out the bulls consign- 
ed to their annual bull sale. 

This year however, in order to 
more nearly approximate the en- 
vironment and feeding conditions 
of the range, the breeders’ group 
turned the job over to Cyrille 
Faure, Porterville area cattleman 
and operator of the Faure-Cornell 
Feed yards. 


To conduct the trials, Faure se- 
lected a site on Highway 65 be- 
tween old Poplar Road and the 
Tule river. He divided the acre- 
age into three divisions to segre- 
gate the stock according to their 
age groups. These are: Junior 
yearlings, summer yearlings and 
yearlings of senior age. 

In all, there are 40 head includ- 
ed in the gain trials. They are 
being fed a high roughage and low 
concentrate ration. The former 
being fed free choice and the lat- 
ter once daily by the yard’s regu- 
lar feeders, ‘‘Bug’’ Hearne and 
Isaac Gonzales. No artificial stim- 
ulants or other fortified feeds are 
used. Of these, Faure says ‘‘They 
are crutches, and would defeat the 
value of the tests, if used.” 

At the conclusion of the per- 
formance test, the future herd 
sires will be offered for sale in the 
regular association sale to be held 
this year on November 19 in the 
livestock pavilion at Fresno state. 
Their order of sale will conform 
to their weight gains as recorded 
during the six months feeding pro- 
gram. That is to say, the animal 
making the highest ‘daily gains 
will sell first and so on down the 
line. Keith LaMoyne of the HB 
Cattle Ranch estimates the high 
gainer will put on pounds at the 
rate of three or better per day. 
The valley cattleman is a member 
of the breeders’ group holding the 
office of vice president and asso- 
ciate sales manager.
